A dispatch from Watertown to Chicago, 
regarding the proposition before Congress 
to regulate Upper Mississippi navigation 
by a system of reservoirs in Northwestern 
Wisconsin and Northeastern Minnesota, 
•ays the scheme is attracting considerable 
attention and stirring ap a good deal of 
interest io that locality. The dispatch 
fartner says: ‘T he system as first devised 
consisted of the construction of dams upon 
the headwaters ot the Mississippi, St. 
Croix. Chippewa aud Wisconsin rivers; 
but it is now proposed to include Rock 
River rn the echeme, and to use Lake Hor­ 
icon ai its reservoir,—pollutions to this 
effect having been signed by the people 
along the entire Rock River Valley, ami 
presented to Congress. The storage ca­ 
pacity of Lake Horicon is estimated at six 
feet of water on 47,000 acres of land, or 
12,283,920,000 cubic feet of water. The 
watershed is computed to be 43G square 
miles. These figures go to show that Rock 
River woald be aa important addition to 
the system. Should the plan be adopted, 
there would be a large amount of water 
stored in Lake Horicon at a small expense. 
This improvement is of great importance 
to one of the most thickly populated re­ 
gions of the Mississippi Valley, and its 
consummation would be of incalculable 
benefit to the manufacturing interests along 
Rock River, from Horicon to Rock Island. 
There is no doubt that a completion of 
this work, as contemplated, would afford 
an equal stage of water in Rick River for 
manufacturing purposes during the entire 
low-wattr season,—a condition that does 
Bot al present exist, the waler-powers 
along the stream being; In an impoverish­ 
ed condition most of the time,” 


The capital punishment bill has another 
lease of life, and may possibly squeeze 
through 
the 
Assembly 
on 
another 
test. 
On 
Tuesday 
it 
met 
with 
an 
unexpected 
death. 
The 
opinion had gained ground that the Assem­ 
bly woald pan the bill. The subject had 
been canvassed several times and the 
result seemed to give the friends of the 
bill considerable encouragement. It was 
generally supposed that it would pass the 
Assembly by a decided majority, ani that 
the only difficulty it would experience 
would be lo the Senate. On Tuesday it 
was argued at length. There wa9 an im 
mense lobby for and against the measure. 
Itcreated more interest than any discussion 
so far this winter in the Legislature. Close 
on to midnight, Keogh, of Milwaukee, 
made a motion to indefinitely postpone the 
bill, and to the surprise of those who bad 
counted on the bill passing, the Keogh 
motion preyailed by a vote of 4G to 44. The 
following Is the vote:

A TERRIBLE AFFAIR. 


The Grant Hen in Washington I Special

The report of the minority of tbs Assem­ 
bly Committee on Banks, Banking and 
Insurance, will be read with some degree 
of interest, and we jadge with not a little 
surprise, inasmuch as the report recom­ 
mends the repeal of all usury laws in Wis­ 
consin, and place money on the same 
footing in the market as wheat and barley, 
or any other commodity. This is a radical 
stepjand Is se,far from being in’accord with 
public sentiment, that such a measure 
could not possibly have any considerable 
following in this State. It will be seen by 
reading the minority 
report, that the 
ground upon which the repeal of all usury 
laws in 
recommended, 
is 
that 
any 
law 
regulating or limiting the 
rate 
of 
interest, 
works 
against 
the 
borrower. The theory that interest will 
regulate itself according to the law ot 
supply and demand, may be as beautiful 
as the principles of free trade, bat in prac­ 
tice it proves quite a different thing. There 
are now fourteen States and Territories in 
the Union which have no usury laws, and 
thirteen have no laws limiting the rate 
ot interest, and in these the rate of interest 
is much higher, on the average, than in 
Wisconsin. It has never yet been dUcov- 
ered that in the absence of any usury law. 
or a law governing the rates of interest, 
money can be obtained any cheaper than 
in the States which do have penalties lor 
usury, and which limit interest rates. 
These 
are 
facts 
which 
should 
be thoroughly considered by every one 
who pretends to discuss the interest ques­ 
tion. The subject is one upon which there 
is a wide difference of opinion. There can 
not posiibly be a harmony of sentiment 
concerning the question, any more than 
there can regarding free trade and protec­ 
tion. Bat It does seem that the people of 
Wisconsin are not yet prepared to support 
the movement which seeks to overthrow 
all interest laws and abolish all penalties 
tor usury. 


The leading article in the North Amer­ 
ican Review for March, Is by ex-Judge 
Jere. 8. Black, and is entitled, “ The Third 
Term,” being a reply to cx-Senator Howe’s 
E>aper on that subject in the Review for 
February. Mr. Black holds that to elect 
General Grant to a third term of office in 
the presidential chair would be a violation 
of a custom that is stronger than any laws 
and constitutions whatever ; that it would 
In effect be the end of our Republican 
institutions, and the entailment of ‘‘em­ 
pire.” Hon. E. W. Stoughton follows Mr. 
Black, taking precisely the contrary view, 


that not only is a third term not a thing to 
be deprecated, bat that it is eminently de­ 
sirable, especially lf, as in General Grant’s 
case, an interval of time has elapsed be­ 
tween the second term and the third. A 
timely article by David A. Wells aims to

munism, and that this is especially true of 
such an income tax as was levied in the

NEW YORK CONVENTION. 


The l l oorn H eard F ro m —T he D e le ­ 
g a tes In stru cted to V ote tor tir a n l. 


Utica, Feb. 25—The Republicans of New 
York have pronounced unmistakably in 
favor of General Grant’s elevation to the 
Presidency again, and instructed her sev­ 
enty delegates to the Chicago Convention 
lo vote tor his nomination. The list of 
delegates includes five out of the seventy 
who are not for Grant as individuals, but 
they all cordially accept the instructions of 
the majority. The Convention was per­ 
fectly harmonious, aud lasted but five 
hours. The majority were disposed to be 
generous, and the minority were not un­ 
reasonable. It has been apparent from 
the commencement of the campaign that 
a large majority of 
the Republicans 
of 
the 
State 
favored 
Grant’s 
nomination, so the result to-day will 
surprise nobody. This fact has been eo 
universally conceded that 
minority ac­ 
cepted the inevitable and tao C<^J1 to the 
convention only for theJ?^rP°3e 0I< negoti­ 
ating for the best terms they'^Riifcfobtain. 
The Grant advocates could have denied 
them everything, but have been just and 
generous, so that no one has reason to 
complain, and none are disappointed. 
The time of the convention was devoted 
almost entirely to business. There was bat 
little debate, and Conkling’s speech was 
the only ODe of any length. 
The gallery 
was crowded to the dome of the theater 
with Democrats and Blaine men. Tickets 
of admission were issued to delegates and 
spectators, and since the convention ad­ 
journed it has been discovered that the 
ticked for the gallery were counterfeited 
and given out by Senator ConkUng’s oppo. 
nents for the purpose of filling the gallery 
with cl&cquers. 
The leader of the Blaine force was a 
young man named Forster, who is very 
fond of talking, and disposed to be quite 
pugnacious. He is a State Senator, and 
nates Conklin*;. Like most of the minori­ 
ty in the convention, he was oppc nog Grant 
because Cockling favored him. Forster 
was agisted by General N. M. Curtis 
a Special Agent of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, who 
represents 
Sherman here. 
There were several other Federal officials 
in the convention, and tho only man who 
made any disorder was a weigher in tho 
New York Custom House. He 
was a 
member of the contesting delegation from 
Brooalyn, and was very angry because his 
name was not on the roll. 
The convention ran very smoothly until 
the Committee on Resolutions made their 
report through E VV Stoughton, late Min­ 
ister to Russia. Tho galleries were filled 
with Blaine men and the floor with Grant 
men, 
and 
when 
the resolutions in 
dorsing 
Grant 
were 
presented 
there 
occurred a 
shouting 
match 
that has seldom been equalled in nay con­ 
vention. As soon as the cheers for Grant 
died‘down some one proposed a cheer for 
Blaine, which wa9 accepted by the galler­ 
ies a9 a signal. 
When they had become 
silent the Grant men broke out again, and 
for ten minutes toe friends of the two can­ 
didates alternated in attempts to outsUout 
each other. The indorsement of Grant 
and the instructions tor hi9 support were 
opposed by Forster and Special Agent 
Curtis. 
The 
latter 
declared 
that 
the 
Convention 
could 
Instruct, 
but it could not compel, delegates to Chi­ 
cago to obey instructions. This threat was 
received with cheers from the galleries. 
Neither speech Was strong, and there was 
no excitement 
Several delegates opposed 
instructions on general principles, and 
when the small men had done Llkiug, 
bookling arose. 
He was greeted with the same enthus­ 
iasm that followed him at all times through 
the convention, and it was several minutes 
before he was able to be heard. Conkling 
spoke at length, and with great power, be­ 
ing repeatedly interrupted by cheers. His 
speech was efiective, and concluded the 
debate. A vote was then taken upon the 
amendment presented by the Blaine men, 
which was in tiled to deprive the resolu­ 
tions of their Instruction clauses. On this 
ayes and hoes were called, and the amend­ 
ment was defeated by a vote of 217 to 180. 
This vote did not fairly represent the 
sentiment of the convention. There were 
three 
classes voting—first those 
who 
wanted instructions for Grant; second, 
those who wanted instructions for Blaine; 
and third, these who wanted no instruc­ 
tions at all, the latter class Including a 
large number who are really in favor of 
Grani’s nomination, if the vote had been 
upon the question: Shall the candidate be 
Grant or Blaine ? it would have stood 
more than two to one. 


N ecedah, WU. Fib. 24— An occurrence 
of a startling character was narrated to me 
to-day. About eight miles southeast of 
this place, near what was In ante-railroad 
times “Carmen’s Ferry,” on the Wisconsin 
River, in the Town of Germantown, lived 
an old couple from whom the ferry was 
named—Carmen. On Tuesday night last 
their house caught fire in the roof. The 
old gentleman, in climbing to tho roof to 
extinguish the flames, fell to the ground 
and 
was 
injured 
to 
such 
an 
extent &9 to render him helpless. His 
wife brought out a feather bed and some 
little clothing, all she could secure from 
the now rapidly burning house. She drag­ 
ged her husband upon the bed, and then 
started to go to her neighbors (about a 
mile and a halt away) for help. 
When 
about hall way she slipped aud fell, hurt­ 
ing herself eo bedly that she, too, was help­ 
less, and, during the night froze to death. 
There were no children in the family, so 
that the old folks lived alone a mile or 
more from the traveled road, and a view 
of their house was shut off by intervening 
trees. 
All these things made the old man’s 
plight pitiable indeed. He lay lrom the 
time of the burning. February 17, until 
Sunday morning, 23 J, when some of the 
neighbors’ boys, together with Mr. Phil- 
breck and Mr Peaslee, went where the old 
man lay, coming across in their journey 
the remains of Mrs Carmen (not before 
found.) The old man’s legs were frozen 
above his knees. Ho would undoubtedly 
have perished had not one ot his hens laid 
an egg each day within reach of his hand. 
This kept the breath of lite In the man’s 
body. His situation after learning tho fate 
of ,bis wife wrI pitiable in the extreme. 
He will undoubtedly die.

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Cologne Gazette, writing on the 1st of 
February, says that a few days before two 
chimney sweeps had been arrested in the 
Winter Palace for concealing in one of tho 
floes a large amount of gunpowder. 
The 
sweeps proved on examination to be a Ni­ 
hilists, who had adopted the sooty profes­ 
sion in order to obtain entrance to the pal­ 
ace. 


MYSTERIOUS. 


_Eau C lvire, WL. Feb. 25 — A W ell-t 3- 
do farmer named Johnson, residing in an 
isolated part of the county, fifteen miles 
eastward from this city, was found frozen 
anilin his bed Sunday morning* Johnson 
lived la seclusion, and from every indica­ 
tion the body had been dead some weeks. 
A dog and some cattle was found dead on 
the premises, supposed to have died from 
starvation. A brother living a mile dis­ 
tant, is also mining. Both men were in 
comfortable circumstances, and tho cause 
of the death and disappearance is a mystery 
which remains to be solved.

TH E L E GISLA TU R E.

SENATE. 
Madison, Feb. 26—In the Senate this 
morning the Committee on Manufactures 
and Commerce reported favorably on Ben 
nett’s bill providing tor official inspection 
of illuminatingtOils at the fire test of 150 
degrees. 
The Biennial Sessions resolution which 
was the special order tor to-night, was 
farther postponed until Wednesday even­ 
ing of next week. 
Senator Houghton, mandamus bill, giv­ 
ing the Supreme Court power to decide 
the contested election, passed, ayes 19 
noes, IO. 
Bill passed to permit the State Board of 
Canvassers to act as such when members 
are candidates for reelection as State offi­ 
cers unless objected to. 
Bills were concurred in doubling the 
penalty for spiking logs and lumber; 
Requiring more explicit statements of 
receipts and expenditures ot money con­ 
nected with the Insane Asylums. 
Bills were killed 
requiring railroad 
companies to file with the Railroad Com­ 
missioner a copy of all conveyances, leases, 
and deeds of trust or mortgages affecting 
their property or franchises. 
THE ASSEMBLY. 
In the Assembly tho joint Senate reso­ 
lution was concurred in favoring a Na­ 
tional Board of Railroad Commissioners. 
A motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the Capital Punishment Bill was 
killed, having been pending upon adjourn­ 
ment Tuesday evening, Lawrence moved 
to take the matter ap now. A lengthy and 
somewhat personal discussion followed, 
charges of bad faith being liberally made 
on both sides. After an hour and a half of 
exciting 
filibustering, 
Speaker Arnold 
ruled all Parliamentary objections out of 
order, and put the question to reconsider, 
which was carried—ayes, fifty, noes, forty- 
fonr. 
Farther consideration of the bill 
Was laid over till Wednesday afternoon of 
next week.

A M inority R eport A saio>l th e De­ 
c re a se of I n te r e s t—A R ica fo r tin* 
IC rp m I of M oney L a w * . 


We are requested to publish the follow­ 
ing report of the minority of the Assembly 
Committee 
on Oinks, 
Hanking aaa 
In *ur<iLCe: 
T nt undersigned, a minority of the com­ 
mute on Hanks, Hanking and Insurance, 
lo whom was referred bul .No -SI, A., re­ 
spectfully beg leave to 
recommend a 
substitute theiefor ior the consideration of 
this legislature. 
This substitute, if passed, will virtually 
repeal all usury laws, and is substantially 
the law now existing in Massachusetts, 
in 
offering this substitute we are influenced 
by the following considerations, to which 
we beg to call your attention: 
I. The people of the State of Wisconsin, 
as a class, are borrowers, The demand 
ior money is greater than the supply, in 
this state are great undeveloped resources 
—vast mining regions unexplored and un­ 
opened—unrivaled forests of tim ixr, ami 
water powers unsurpassed 
and 
unim ­ 
proved. To bring out the hidden wealth 
of soil, mine and forest, capital is the great 
requirement. 
We have brains, energy and enterprise. 
W hat we need 19 money, and therefore the 
most desirable legislation is that which 
will and shall encourage capital, and en­ 
able the borrower, who eau furnish g<>< I 
security, to obtain it at all limes al its lair 
market value; and all legislation is t ) he* 
deprecated which shall discourage capit al 
and drive it away to other IS tales. 
ii. Any law limiting the rate of interest 
works against the borrower. For example: 
{Suppose the limit to be eight per cent, its 
provided in bill No. 04, A., how will ii 
effect the person who uquires money ? 
It money is worth eight per cent exact­ 
ly, the law is ol no effect. The rate would 
be the same, law or no law. 
It money is 
worm less than eight per cent, eay four 
percent, and the farmer, mechanic or 
lumberman wants it, will they get It at 
four per cont? No. The law allows the 
lender to lake the lull eight per cent. The 
leader has all the advantage—the borrower 
suffers. In New York, where the rate is 
fixed,this is almost tho invariable lulu, 
especially it the borrower be a poor mar, 
whose ordinary bank balance is small. 
He never receives auy of the advantage s 
of a low money market. If money is worth 
more than eight per cent., the borrower 
suffers again. The money lender finds in 
adjoining states a more favorable market 
for his merchandise, and the borrower, by 
the law, is shut out from the possibility 01 
obtaining the money which he imperative­ 
ly needs, and widen may be necessary to I 
save his affairs lrorn wreck. 
Ile may be 
quite willing, even anxious and able to pav 
higher rates for the accommodation, out 
the law says no. 
In times ol financial pressure, tho bor­ 
rower must wait. 
The loans upon which 
he depends in order to prosecute hi9 busi­ 
ness are called in, and there is no avenue 
by which to escape embarrassment, and 
perhaps ruin. unless he breaks the law 
And if he does this, he must pay not only 
the lull market value for tie rn m y ,but 
ako an extra price to compensate the lend­ 
er tor the extra risk ol au illegal loan, 
in ! 
any event, therefore, whether money be I 
cheap or dour, the borrower is always the j 
one, and the only one, who suffers in con- I 
Sequence ol the law. 
Furthermore, we believe that mon y I 
drifts naturally to those markets where no j 
usury laws are in force or existence, and 
that it is comes into competili m wan it­ 
self, and the borrowt r can ob am it, is 
cheap, the low rates are to his advantage. 
When’ll is dear, be can obtain it lur what 
it is worth, aod tor what he is then, in the 
time of his necessity, glad to pay. 
The foregoing are a few of the many 
reasons which compel us to dissent from 
the report of the majority of the commit­ 
tee.

No. 12 and No. 23, t?.. asking tor the taxa­ 
tion ol church property, 
Hard had the same under cot sideration, 
and instructed me to report them back 
with the recommendation that their furth­ 
er consideration be indefinitely postponed. 
In returning these memorials with this 
recommendation, a respectful regard for 
the opinion! of the numerous petitioners, 
impels your committee to briefly present 
some ot the considerations which have led 
them to advise against granting the peti­ 
tion. 
Until the formation |of our constitution 
nearly all know governments made pro­ 
vision for religious worship in some form. 
The church was also a part, and often the 
I most important part of the State, 
lie foie 
the commencement of our era, the govern­ 
ments ot the then civilized world lavished 
enormous sums on temples, whose ruins 
yet remain and attest that '’faith in things 
unseen'* was then, as no, a compone**. i)t4rt 
of man’s nature. 
When christianity became the dominant 
religion of civilization, its disciples in 
their turn strove to symbolize their power 
and their 
devotion, in the wonderful 
cathedrals of media:val Europe. 
The 
common people were always ready to in­ 
vest their savings in these edifices, which 
gave them, as they believed, a sure if dis­ 
tant return in another world. 
When church property increased to tuch 
an enormous extent before tho Reforma­ 
tion as to have Its exemption from taxa­ 
tion become burdensome to the people, it 
was not the church proper where they 
worshipped, of which they complained, 
but the enormous additions which had 
grown up around it; the monastries, with 
their vast endowments, their crowds of 
idle monks and dependents of ail kind*, 
with their assumed independencies ol civil 
government. These had beet me a burden 
grievous to be borne. 
Freed from iii etc 
lacumbraoces, the church again became 
the home of man’s "dearest aspirations.” 
The framers of our constitution wisely 
separated it from' the {State, and while 
making provision for the latter, left the 
church to be supported by the voluntary 
offerings of the people. 
Under this system it has become an ele­ 
ment of every community lo the land, aud 
certainly not the least redoing and tlevi­ 
ed eliment ol ourciviliZitlon. Men invest 
their money in the multitude of business 
operations which build up our cities, in 
the hope of large returns, either directly 
or indirectly. They ftund libraries from a 
higher motive, but still for a tangible bem­ 
eal and pleasure. 
They erect art gaieties to give delight to 
the eye aud minister iu one sense to the 
pleasure of the senses, but the money in 
vested rn a church is given with no ex­ 
pectation of any catthly return. 
it is the 
oui? 
disinterested gilt of many men’s 
whole lives. Whatever may be thought ut 
the faith which toe church represents, it 
cannot be doubted that the elevation ol the 
motive which builds it, benefits the com­ 
munity, even in dollars and cents, quite as 
much as its taxable value. 
it is a standing proof of a certsi a amount 
of good order and morality in the com­ 
munity around it. Institutions of a doubt­ 
ful character do not seek its neighborhood; 
it invites the best class of citizens, and the 
practical businessman will usually tell you 
it pays,” aud contributes more to pre­ 
serve order, enfoice law and defend the 
right than police courts and penitentiaries. 
But though it benefits the community, It 
makes no return in money to the men who 
contribute to ltstrection. 
Yet we are asked to tax this nonpaying 
institution for the benefit of other instiiu 
cions which pay their hundred told to their 
builders. Our fathers refused to tax the 
people tor the support of the church, but 
.eft religion free as air and water; and now 
it is proposed 
that we should tax the 
church to support the people; to lay an 
embargo on menTs consciences, and restore 
the temple to the money changers. 
We may not agree in 
creed 
or 
opinion with the different 
denom­ 
inations |who employ the property for 
religious purposes. 
No matter. 
Any 
religion is better than barbarism, and all 
sects represent some phase of progress 
But the proposition to tax church prop­ 
erty is urged upon the < legislature ai 
means of revenue, and It Is aa . such that 
we are to particularly consider, it. In this 
country, as before stated, all church prop­ 
erty bas been created, and is sustained by 
voluntary contributions from .that surplus 
fund which is set apart by most men to 


fpose entertained by those favoring the 
proposition. Its tendency would be to 
annihilate the weak aud perpetuate the 
strong. Churches 
with the wealthiest 
congregations would become the masters 
Of the religious field, aod destroy the 
greatest safeguards of religious liberty and 
progress, now secure in the conflict of 
ideas, and then multiplicity of organiza­ 
tions, regardless of the extent of property 
rights. 
It is further objected to the principle of 
exemption, that churches are nGt used by 
the entire public. But that is an imper­ 
fection in all known systems of govern­ 
ment. 
We support public libraries, though but 
few t d j »y their benefits ; hospitals for the 
insane, yet all are not mad ; public educa* 
Clonal institutions, though many families 
educate their children in private schools, 
while 
many 
others 
have 
co 
children 
to 
educate, 
and 
noth­ 
ing leis than divine wt£dom could adjust 
the burdens of taxation to the exact meas­ 
ure of benefit each individual may imagine 
he receives from it. 
The city of Milwaukee has the largest 
amount of what is known as church prop­ 
erty of any place in the State. It consists 
in cemeteries, churches, hospitals, schools, 
etc. This property represents th* Zatr- 
inga of of the devout and the '^.ianthrouc 
o? l*»“ city for n-*:;y half a ccmuiy. 
Neither Ola ~ nor municipality has con- 
“ l -wed to Its purchase or improvement. 
Milwaukee also has large parks and pub* 
lie grounds, which by the wisdom of her 
founders were set apart for the use of the 
public. She also has large tracts of lands 
intended to be used for business purposes, 
upon which owners have paid taxes for 
many years, not from revenues derived 
from them, but from the rents or profits 
derived from other sources. 
lf these parks were degraded, this church 
property secularized, and the whole divid­ 
ed into business and residence lots it would 
only add so much more to the unoccupied 
lands, now greatly in excess of that city's 
requirement^ and taxes assessed upon them 
would have to be paid by other city prop­ 
erty ; or lf these new lots were actually 
built upon and used, it would still further 
delay the occupation of tiioso which have 
so long awaited tenants, and would conse* 
quentiy dimmish their value. 
it is a well understood principle of polit­ 
ical economy, that an excessive quantity of 
any commodity ha*; less exchangeable 
value than a sightly insufficient quantity. 
Well 
is 
this 
understood, 
•bat 
shrewd 
business 
men, 
inter­ 
ested 
in 
maintaining 
prices, 
are 
more desirous to prevent over-productiou 
than they arc to secure a supply equal to 
demand. Hence ‘‘lock-outs’’ aud "suspea- 
sions” in mining aod manufacturing dis­ 
tricts, and the high price of grain in antic­ 
ipation ot poor harvests. 
Tho same rule holds good in regard to 
real as to personal property. Building 
I is, commercial buildings, and tenement 
houses in any city iu 
excess of the 
requirements of its trade and population, 
hive less rental value and consequently 
lese exchange able. value than a number 
barely equal to its business wants. Com­ 
petition between landlords for responsible 
tenants reduces rents below fairly remu­ 
nerative prices, and frequently to so low a 
point as lo leave no margin of profit to 
owners over taxes, insurance and repairs ; 
and the taxes, insurance and repairs ot 
the unoccupied property is paid by that 
portion of the whole which is occupied. 
Instances of this kind may bo found in 
many of our cities at this time, aod it is 
impossible to point to a city in the western 
estates where the available space is not 
in excess of its wants for all these pur­ 
poses.

The argument in favor of taxing church 
property, based upon its value, be its value 
great or small, is unfounded, because it is 
not exchangeable value. The value of the 
air we breath and the rain from heaven is 
incalculable, but not exchangeable; aod, 
therefore, most fortunately, not taxable. 
Borne of our churches have cost large slims 
of money, but cost without returns, Cither 
present or prospective, w*<uld be a poor 
for taxation. The only true standard 
of taxable value is the ratio pecuniary in­ 
come on property. 
Many of our water powers and coal and 
mineral beds, developed at slight cost have 
proved of great value, while other costly 
improvements have by changes in the 
routes of commerce, beoomecomparatively 
worthless, lf we had'no other measure of 
value than cost, we should in our western 
cities too often follow the scriptural in june 
Hon and "give (immunity form taxes) to 
him who hath mach, and take away from 
many a poor fellow eyen the little that he 
hath."

Again, wa'are told that our churches are 
located on desirable business and residence 
streets and may be made revenue paying 
by secularising them. This may be true 
of

New York may also Y gLgl^^^^jW bole 
of its little island for^om ^M ^^JpP bo 
compelled to give the chinones aa ouL-ide 
seat, but that day belongs to New York’s 
iuture, as much as the case ot Venice does

*backed by the prairies of Wisconsin. 
On the contrary, ii the well known piety 
of the members of the Milwauke Cham­ 
ber ot Commerce were to lead them to de 
vote their elegant buildings to religious 
uses, aud thereby reduce them to non­ 
taxable property, they would not diminish 
by one dollar the aggregate taxable value 
of their beautiful city. Its business center 
would only be t.ansferred to another local* 
tty, which would gain in value all that the 
first had lost. Prices ot real estate would 
soon readjust themselves to the new order 
of things; the volume business in the 
city and the profits arising therefrom, 
would not be diminished, and the assessor’s 
roll would show no less taxable property. 
That property 
having rental value 
owned by church societies, but not used 
strictly for church purposes, sometimes es­ 
capes taxation is true as to other states, 
aod possibly, to some extent, as to this 
but that is no argument against the prin­ 
ciple of exemption, though it is against its 
application. That such property should be 
taxed, and, under stale necessity, even con 
fixated, is a self evident proposition. 
In conclusion, it appears to your com 
mittce unnecessary lo make aoy changes 
in the laws relating to religion, which 
were wisely established by the fathers of 
the republic. When our churches become 
so crowded that tho pews arc sold at a 
premium high enough to pay the mort­ 
gages on the lots aud pat money into the 
pockets of the bloated vestryman, it will 
be time enough to make them contribute 
to the relief of our b alke, insurance c< m- 
pauies, ai.ii other needy institutions. All 
of which they respectfully submit.

There was a large audience at the Rem - 
cDyl concert last evening. They came 
prepared for a treat, with expectation on 
tip-toe, and sympathies all in tune. It 
was no easy matter to even meet the an­ 
ticipations of such an audience, but Rem - 
enyi not only satisfied, but so stirred the 
emotions, so thrilled and inspired the lis­ 
teners, that they were carried away in 
thought and feeling, and time and space 
lost all hold upon them. No one can de­ 
scribe Remenyi. Adjectives are but lum­ 
ber and superlatives are but cripples. As 
he stands there with eyes closed, and 
dreamily petting that violin, as it seems to 
sing an angel lullaby, one is carried to the 
pearly gates aud listens to the refrain of 
some 
heavenly 
choir. 
The 
dream 
is quickly broken by a sudden whirlwind 
ot melodics, pud as it dies away, there is 
heard the faintest rustle of dry leaves, and 
one listens breathless and fears to have It 
break, as though it was the thread of life. 
The great master endows that violin with 
life and heart, and makes it breath, sob, 
laugh and sine. At times it sighs like a 
love sick maid, then shows the passion of 
a spoiled child, then cracks jokes like a 
clown, until the whole audience roar with 
an echo of the laughter. la a moment 
later all is hushed agaia till the silence of 
a tomb would seem a noise, and then the 
blood is sent tingling with delight and in­ 
spiration by a grand chorus, or by the 
Hymn of Liberty, given with the full 
power of a full baud. Every emotion and 
passion ot the human heart seems to find a 
voice, and every sound in nature an echo. 
No orator could more effectually bandie

than dots Remenyi with hi9 “ Princess.’’ 
Critics are disarmed and enthusiasm un­ 
chained. 
The hearers applaud 
again 
and again, and are only hushed when 
Remenyi agata appears. Such an evening 
of music fills one to such an overflowing 
that it seems almost sacrilegious to speak, 
and one’s voice seems harsh. 
The hearer

A most remarkable specimen of man, 
after existing for many years in the wilds 
of Jersey, unknown to the (Outside world, 
has been Drought to this city and may be 
seen at a saloon on Walnut street. Ever 
since his birth he has been linable to stand 
upon his feet, on account of the weight of 
his head, which is of abnormal size. For 
twenty-eight years, the length of his life, 
he has been compelled to lie abed contin­ 
ually. His name is Charles Erltng, and he 
was born m Burlington county, New Je r­ 
sey. He lacks one inch of being five feet 
in length, but would probably have grown 
longer had he been in the habit of taking 
physical exercise. His head appears to be 
six times the ordinary size, and, his moth­ 
er says, has always been as disproportion­ 
ate in weight to the rest ot his body as it 
IS now. 
The measurement around the head at 
the middle of the fdrehead is thirty-three 
inches, while tho line passing over the 
crown and under the chin is forty-four 
inches. Of course the head could never be 
weighed accurately, but its 
estimated 
weight at present is thirty pounds, which 
is twO'fifths of his entire weight. The 
inner corners of the eyes are four inches 
apart, the distance from temple to temple 
is thirteen inches, and tho bridge of the 
nose is six inches below the upper line of 
the forehead. 
If it were a case of hydrocephalus it 
would doubtless be less remarkable, but 
there is every physical evidence la support 
of statements made by several physicians 
that It is neither more nor less than an ab­ 
normal growth of skull aud brain. The 
head is solid, aud its parts nearly propor­ 
tionate except the forehead, which both in 
height and breadth measures about one 
ana a half times as mach as it would ii 
symmetrical with the other parts of even 
so abnormally large a nead. The truuk of 
the body is about the same size as that of 
many a big tat boy who walks the streets, 
but the muscles are soft and weak for want 
of activity. The measurement around the 
chest is forty-four inches and around the 
waist thirty-five inches. His legs ,howev- 
er are no thicker than those of ao S year 
old boy of ordinary size. 
He extends his hand to visitors, bids 
them good-day and chats with them in a 
childish manner. He seems to have an 
evenly balanced mind, but it is that of a 
prattling infant. He cannot read, aud 
never would try to learn even the alpha­ 
bet, as his neck, although no weaker th an 
auget be expected in a person who has 
been always confined to bed, was not 
strong enough to move his head without 
giving him pain. It is thought that he 
would not be so childish had he been ac­ 
customed to sights aud sounds beyond the 
limits of a bed-room which lew except his 
parents and their small number of Jersey 
neighbors ever entered. His parents have 
had no other child bat Charles. U n father 
Is dead, but the mother Is with him here. 
Both parents were healthy, of ordinary 
stature, and possessed the average physical 
development. They 
were engaged in 
agricultural pursuits about two miles from 
the village ot Bridgeborougb. which is a 
league from Riverside, New Jersey. A 
notice of the case got into a rural news­ 
paper not long ago, and this catching the 
eye of the saloon keeper, he sought out the 
humble homestead and arranged to ha\ 0 
Charles kept at hi9 place for exhibition.
